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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ONE 
HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY 
CELEBRATION. 


At the last annual March meeting the undersigned 
were chosen as a committee to make the necessary arrange- 
ments in order that the town might properly observe its 
one hundredth anniversary, and the sum of $150 was appro- 
priated to apply in the premises. This committee acting 
in conjunction with the New Hampshire Old Home Week 
Association which met in Concord Apr. 18th, chose August 
15th, as the date for the observing of the celebration. This 
date was chosen largely on account of its being agreeable to 
His Excelleney Frank W. Rollins, who had previously ac- 
cepted an invitation from this committee to be present and 
deliver an address on the occasion. 

Karly in the spring the committee set itself to work 
making the necessary preparations. Invitation cards were 
sent to all absent natives of Woodstock whose names the 
committee could learn of and reach, and besides many were 
reached by citizens who had relatives and descendants whom 
they took a personal interest in. As the dawn of Aug. 15th 
arrived it was proved to a demonstration that this little 
town was very much alive and cognizant of the fact that 
from time to time it had sent forth many good sons and 
daughters, who on that day were once more within its bor- 
ders. 

At one time the committee was almost convinced that 
the wrong time of the year had been selected for the observ- 
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ance on account of the busy boarding season, but these fears 
were soon dispelled when the hearty and patriotic response 
of our summer hotels made its appearance. Woodstock’s 
first pageant that marched and countermarched in the 
streets of our North village was a thing of beauty that every 
witness was proud of, not on account of this committee, but 
on account of our town and the summer guests whose 
unbounded interest crowned the parade and made it a suc- 
cess. The services in the grove where the governor of the 
state, the master of the state grange, the editor of ‘“Suc- 
cess,” the president of the day, and others spoke, this com- 
mittee most respectfully refers to Woodstock’s citizens for 
their approval. 


In submitting this report we simply say that we tried 
to do our duty. This duty would not be complete however, 
did we not extend our hearty thanks to all those that so 
willingly co-operated with us. To them we extend our 
most distiuguished consideration and appreciation. With- 
out their assistance we would have been powerless to act. 


Now as the curtain is rung down on the last act of a 
century's progress in our town and the duties of this com- 
mittee are brought to a close, let us all untte in one com- 
mon cause for the purpose of encouraging future peace and 
prosperity for our good little town.
